(1y+In regard to the wages paid in 
the coal mining industry we find that 
“employees of the the mining companies 
‘are paid wages as follows: 

Ordinary unskilled outside labor $2.25 
‘per day. 

Other outside employees’ rates vary 
fing in accordance with skill from $2.50 
to $3.67'6 per day. 

Inside employees are paid rates vary. 
hing from $2.50 to $3.50 per day in ac- 
pcordance with occupation. 

The contract miners, which includes 
ithe bulk of those employed in the 
Pactual coal mining work, are paid vary- 
fing rates of wages settled by agreement 
Hbetween themselves and the employers 
nd differing in accordance with the 
foarticular places and system of work— 
Wwages having been stated to range in 
hindividual cases from $2,50 to $12.00 per 
day, and as an average by the year the 
following list of mines report the rate of 
wages set opposite each one as being the 
verage for the year:

Evidence was given by the miners 
varying largely in favor of a system 
of payment for coal by run of mine, 
while the evidence of the operators 
was, generally speaking, in favor of 
a system for screen coal where such 
coal was used for domestic purpos- 
es and solh upon a_ scteened basis. 
In practice this system is only used 
so far as the evidence shows, at the 
Lethbridge mine, and is said tg be 
there taken into consideration in ar- 
riving at a basis of payment. The 
majority of your Commissioners do 
not feel justkfied in making a’ re- 
commendation which could only ap- 
ply to one class of coal, feeling that 
legislation in’ the interests of the mi- 
ners’ should be such as would be of 
general benefit to the miners in the 
Hrovince, leaving matters ‘which only 
refer to individual mines to be set-| 
tled by an agreement. . | 
WORKING DAY VARIES 
(2)—Your Commissioners beg to 
report that the evidence shows that 
thé length of time constituting a! 
working day in the Alberta mines 
varies considerably:. he large pro- 
portion 6f the men engaged in the 
work of getting out’ coal work, not 
more than eight hours per day—| 
those under contract to a certain! 
extent regulating their own hours | 
In same mines this eight hours is 
reckoned _frem the time of ent?ring 
the mine to the time of the return 
to the surface, known among miners! 
as a bank to bank day of eight 
hours. In others the eight hours is 
reckoned from the time of actually 
commencing work in digging coal or! 
at such form of employment as they 
may ‘be engaged in, and exclusive 
of the time taken in entering the. 
mines and getting to the place of ac-| 
tual work and returning from the} 
same, which is known among the! 
miners generally as eight hours at} 
the working face. In other mines} 
a half hour is taken in the middle 
of the day for eating dinner at a 
regular time, and the eight hours! 
is calculated exclusive of this ‘half

hour. In some mines in the Kd- 
monton and Taber districts an\ hour 
is taken in the middle of the day 


for  dinner,—these being generally 
speaking new mines where they have 
not gone to any special depth, and 
the men come to the outside to eat; | 
and in-one or two ‘small mines the 
miners actually work nine hours pér 
day. The other classes of labor in- 
side the mine work from eight to 
ten hours per. day. Outside employ- 
ees generally work ten hours per 
day, and in some special cases they 
work eight or twelve. The general 
bulk of the men engaged in the 
transportation of coal from the 
Place where coal is cut to the out- 
side of the mine work eight hours 
at the working face with an inter- 
mission at noon, but in some aases| 
they work eight hours without an in- 
termission for dinner, and in two 
or three mines the transportation 
men ‘work only eight hours bank to 
bank, These hours are a matter of 
custom or agreement between the 
men and their employers. 

The evidence given before your 
Commnissioners by miners has been 
unanimously in favor of an eight 
hour bank to bank law for all per- 
sons engaged inside the mine, while

THE REMEDY FOR CORRUPTION 

‘Does the average citizen of — this 
province today understand as our fa- 
thers did the meaning of our heritage 
and the value of politioal freedem?

Properties of Gold. 

Pure gold is unaffected by the atmos- 
phere either at ordinary temperatures 
or when the metal is heated. It is also 
proof’ against the action of common 
acids when used singly. Moreover, it 
confers its properties more or less upon 
copper and silver when these metals 
are alloyed with it, Thus, for example, 
twelve karat gold will withstand the 
action of nitric acid and the atmos: 
phere at ordinary temperature, but 
some of the copper will be oxidized 
during annealing. Nine parts of gold 
may be alloyed with ten parts of plat- 
inum in an ordinary crucible and fire, 
| but such an alloy will not be uniform. 
A larger proportion of platinum: will 
free itself from the gold on solidifica-

Dickens, with something in his dis- 
position peculiarly sympathetic toward 
children, was a bitter foe of any one 
—relative, teacher or official guardian 
—who tyrannized over them. A writer 
in the New York Post points out that 
he seems to take special delight in ex- 
posing the misdeeds of mercenary and 
cold hearted pedagogues. “When one’s 
notice,” says the Post, “is first directed 
to the attention the movelist gave to 
schools and their methods, it is inter- 
esting to try to recall the number men- 
tioned. Six come to mind instantly— 
Dotheboys Hall, Dr. Blimber’s, David 
Copperfield's two schools—Dr. Strong’s 
and Mr. Creakle’s—the Gradgrind 
school and Bradley Headstone’s in 
‘Our Mutual Friend.’ But even the 
most devoted reader of Dickens is 
amazed upon special investigation to 
discover the sum total of twenty-eight. 
There is not a phase of education that 
he does not touch upon, and wrong 
methods are revealed and commented 
upon in tones so caustic and with rea- 
son so unerring that better conditions 
were the natural result.” 


Wooden Anchors. 

The Basques, a strange race inter- 
mediate between French and Span- 
iards, have for all time been great fish- 
ermen, and some of their craft and 
seagoing gear are totally different 
from any othér known types. Perhaps 
the most remarkable relic of bygone 
civilizations is the primitive wooden 
anchor still in use among them and to 
be seen in the fishing settlements round 
Biarritz, Guethary or St. Jean de Luz, 
These wooden anchors are in all prob- 
ability of the identical type in use 
among the Phoenicians twenty centu- 
ries ago. The wooden anchor is rough 
hewn out of three branches, so fasten- 
ed to a crossbar, also of wood, as to in- 
close a great stone of twenty or thirty 
pounds weight. Here is a cheap but 
effectual anchor for comparatively light 
boats. It can be made on the spot, and 
it entails little loss if, in a sudden 
squall, it has to be left imbedded in 
the rocks,
